fendants time to consider further ac­ 
tion. 
The defendants in the contempt case 
were Eugene V. Debs, president; Geo, 
W. Howard, vice-president; Sylvester 
Keliher, secretary, and L. W. Rogers, 
Jam es Hogan, William E. Burns, R. 
M. Goodwin, J. F. McVean and Mar­ 
tin J. Elliott, directors, of the Ameri 
can Railway Union. All of those were 
present yesterday except Mr.Goodwin. 
This is the case in 
which Judges 
"Woods and Grosscup issued an injunc­ 
tion restraining President Eugene V. 
Debs and the other officers of the 
American Railway Union from inter­ 
fering with the movement of trains on 
the various railroads centering in Chi­ 
cago and on the alleged violation of 
this injunction the defendants were ar­ 
rested on the charge of contempt. 
The opinion began w ith a resume of 
the facts submitted in the case, the 
narration of which occupied nearly 
half of the 
numerous 
typew ritten 
pages, from which the judge read. 
The application of law or the popular 
part of the finding followed and was 
expressed at length. 
Judge Woods 
said in part: 
“If the case presented were itself oi 
less moment the very great importance 
of some of the questions involved could 
not be overlooked. 
While the princi­ 
ples considered 
are 
not new, in 
the question of the validity of the in 
junction which the defendants are 
charged w ith violating, there are in­ 
volved inquiries which in some re­ 
spects go beyond the lines of estab­ 
lished or unquestioned precedent. 
A 
prelim inary question in the case was 
w hether or not upon the filing of theii 
; answers the defendants were entitled 
to be discharged w ithout an inquiry 
into the facts. 
The authorities seem 


I public nuisance is rsuch an inconveni­ 
ence or troublesome offense as annoys 
the whole community in general and 
not merely some particular persons.’ 
(4 Blackstone’s Commentaries, 166). 
The Supreme court of the United 
States has spoken on the subject. 
In 
the case of the mayor of Georgetown 
vs. the Alexandre Canal company; 12 
Peters, 91-98, where an Injunction was 
sought against obstructing the naviga­ 
tion of the Potomac river, the court 
said: ‘Besides this remedy at law it is 
now settled th at a court of equity may 
take jurisdiction in cases of public 
nuisance by an information filed by the 
attorney-generaL 
While therefore it 
is admitted by all th at it is confessed­ 
ly one of delicacy and accordingly the 
instances where it is excercised are 
rare, yet it may be exercised in those 
cases in which there is 
imminent 
danger of irreparable mischief before 
the tardiness of the law can reach it. 
•‘But while this jurisdiction of the 
English high court of chancery and of 
the equity courts of the several states 
of the union is not understood to be 
disputed by counsel for the defend­ 
ants, they do insist that, in the ab­ 
sence of legislation by congress con­ 
ferring the 
authority, the 
federal 
courts can do nothing for the protec­ 
tion of the highways of interstate com­ 
merce, w hether upon land or water. 
“In reply to this position of the de­ 
fense reference is made to the act to 
regulate commerce, as amended by the 
act of March 2, 1889—25 U. S. Stat., p. 
855—and it is contended th at by force 
of the provisions of th at statute,passed 
in exercise of the power conferred on 
congress by the constitution ‘to regu­ 
late commerce among 
the several 
states,’ the national control has been 
extended over the channels and agen­ 
cies of interstate commerce, including 
railw ays as well as navigable waters, 
and th at 
out of this legislation, 
w hatever 
had 
been the 
rule be­ 
fore, has arisen by necessary impli­ 
cation the jurisdiction of federal courts 
in accordance w ith the principles of 
equity, to protect 
th at 
commerce 
against interferancc or obstruction. 
The right of the federal government 
to obtain the injunction is also as­ 
serted upon the ground of property 
right in the mails. 
That the nation 
owns the mail bags is of course beyond 
dispute and that it pays large sums 
annually for the carrying of the mails 
upon the railroads is well understood. 
In Searight vs. Stokes, 3 How, 151, 
where the question was w hether ve­ 
hicles carrying the mails were ‘laden 
w ith the property of the United States’ 
and, therefore, exempt from toll on 
the Cumberland road in Pennsylvania, 
the Supreme court said: 
“ ‘The United States have unques­ 
tionably a property in the mails. They

The Bill for Appropriation for That 
Purpose Was Finally Passed With­ 
out Division—Banking and Currency 
Committee Still In Session—Change 
the Anarchist Bill.

Speculative Markets Are Advancing— 
Textile 
Manufactures 
Weaker— 
Figures for the Week In the United 
States Show a Small Decrease— 
Details Given By Dunn. 


N ew Y ork, Dec. 15.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s weekly Review of Trade says: 
Several thousand m anufacturers have 
forwarded statem ents of their pay 
rolls for November, this year, in 1893. 
and in 1892, to make an encouraging 
comparison of earnings for th at month, 
which shows an increase in 
total 
payments 
of 
15.2 
per cent over 
last 
year, 
but 
a 
decrease 
of 
18 3 per cent in comparison with 
1892. 
A statem ent of hands employed 
shows in the. same establishm ents 
IO 2 per cent more persons were em­ 
ployed than a year ago, but 8.6 per 
cent less than in 1892. 
The average of 
earnings for over 250,000 hands is 4 per 
cent larger than in 1893, but 14?* per 
cent less than in 1892, and this state­ 
ment takes no account of hours of 
work in the months compared, nor of 
the establishments not working at all 
this year. 
In some of the industries 
more hands are at work than in 1892, 
but in others the decrease is large. 
Contradictory changes in business 
are in order at this season. 
N either 
the larger orders in some branches nor 
the depression of prices in others, 
afford a safe indication of the general 
movement. 
But the working force 
does not lessen more than usual for 
the time of year, the demand for goods 
does not seem to diminish, though in 
most departm ents it is considerably 
below the capacity of works in opera­ 
tion and the volume of business trans­ 
acted is a little larger in comparison 
with last year than in November. 
The speculative m arkets have ad­ 
vanced a little, though reasons are 
hard to find. 
W heat is unchanged in 
price, although western receipts are as 
large as they were last year and At­ 
lantic 
exports are 
831,205 bushels 
against 1,029.230 a year ago. 
Corn is a 
fraction weaker without any im portant 
change in movement, though the re­ 
ceipts continue rem arkably large. The

Postmaster A. O. Wilson can tell a 
story or two himself w hen he feels so 
disposed, and now that he has gotten 
out of the democratic editing business 
his stories carry more weight than 
they used to. 
“ Few people know what is going 
on in this town” was the remark he 
made yesterday « ‘but the postmaster’s 
private mail alone makes him fairly 
well posted. You would be astonished 
to learn of the number of mothers in­ 
quiring about their 
daughters and 
sons; of husbands inquiring about 
their wives, aud 
wives inquiring 
about their husbands. 
They all use 
che mail. 
The people think the post­ 
master of a city is a general intelli­ 
gence officer, and that he is acquainted 
with every one, and is informed as to 
what is going on and what every one 
is doing. 
Not long ago J received a 
letter from a little girl out in Iowa. 
She wrote me, inclosing stamps to the 
amount of twenty-five cents, and said: 
“ I want you to send my papa home, 
and send him quick.” 
“ Letters without stamps inclosed 
find their way to the waste basket, 
but when stamps are sent we generally 
answer. 
This little girl was in great 
earnest, so I took pains to investigate. 
I went to a certain man who I knew 
was a brother-in-law of the little 
girl's father. 
Skipped with 
Another Woman. 
“ I inquired about the man, and was 
told that he had married a woman 
and left Janesville, and that he was a 
worthless fellow. 
Now, what could 
I tell that little girl in answer? 
I 
simply sent her stamps back, and told 
her I did not know where her papa 
was. 
“ I experienced considerable trouble 
with a woman down east who claimed 
to be the mother of the unfortunate 
man who died of smallpox in the pest 
house last winter. 
She wanted to 
know about her son. 
I wrote her sev­ 
eral letter, explaining matters, and 
she finally started to come here. Then 
J sent her word that he died of black 
smallpox, and had been buried, so she 
die? not come.
